Justification by faith in the 
blood, of Jesus! Yes, sir! 
The doctrine is established by 
precept and example, by types 
and shadows in the Bible, 
besides the hosts of testimo- 





nies by thousands since the 
discovery by Martin Luther, 
as the light began to shine 
very dimly from behind the 
mountains of the ‘Dark 
Ages.’’ Yes, those noble re- 
formers did wondrously well 
considering the darkness of 
the times. 

Ever since our esteemed 
and ever to be revered John 
Wesley read a little farther 
down in the fifth chapter of 
Romans and began to teach, 
‘“By whom also we have ac- 
cess by faith into this grace 
wherein we stand, and rejoice 
in the hope of the glory of 
God,’’ and searched on until 
he discovered the right name 
for such an experience and 
called it ‘‘Sanctification,’’ 
has this blessed old doctrine 
stood out against all the storms 
of criticism and battering rams 
of satan’s forces and planted 
its millions onthe other shore 
under the preaching of such 
men as Wesley, Whitefield, 


Caughey, Finney, Inskip, 
McDonald, Keen, Reece, 
Knapp, Pennington and 


thousands of others. Have 
all these men been mistaken? 
Did God make a mistake in 
honoring their preaching? 
Wastffthe entire Methodist 
church mistaken, when only 
a few score years ago they 
fired the country every where 
they went with the gospel of 
justification,or forgiveness of 
sins, and santification asa se- 
cond definite work of grace 
which cleansed and purified 
the heart? Has the entire 
‘‘holiness movement’’ been 
mistaken as they have herald- 
ed this glorious doctrine to 
nearly every clime and conti- 
nent during the last 50 or 75 
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years? To let the inteli- 
gences (?) that are appearing 
to be ‘‘somewhat, whatsoever 
they are’’ in these daysanswer 
the question they would say. 
‘‘certainly, all these people 
were mistaken and God did 
not know what he was doing 
when He was honoring them 
with this power, and blessing 
their teaching with great re- 
vivals, for people are not jus- 
tified until they are sanctified.”’ 

Ah, my friend you are too 
small a factor to put your little 
‘‘two by four ’’ head against 
a doctrine that has already 
proved itself by landing its 
millions of soulsin glory and 
received God’s approval for 
centuries to say nothing about 
the scripturalness of the teach- 
ing. 

Hold on, don’t get weary 
and stop reading yet. _—_Let’s 
have the thing out. Let us 
finish it up. Did God make 
a mistake for about four years 
after the falling of the‘‘Latter 
rain’? at Los Angeles Cal. 
eight years ago, in pouring 
out His wonderful power and 
blessing in honoring the 
preaching of justification by 
faith, sanctification by the 
blood subsequent to justifica- 
tion, and the Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost upon the sanctified 
life? During those years the 
Pentecostal people were en- 
joying unity and fellowship 
and the power fell everywhere 
this glorious doctrine was 
preached. Yes, sir, these all 
taught the same doctrine and 
how God did honor the mes- 
sage! All who kept posted 
at that time know I’m telling 
the truth. There were scarce- 
ly any divisions among the 
pentecostal people until Mr. 


Durham and others began 
teaching what they call‘* The 
finished work of calvary’’ doc- 
trine. Since then see what 
has happened. And as soon 
as men and women began to 
renounce their former teach- 
ing under which they recived 
their glorious experience, the 
devil has dumped his great 
cargo of deceptions and delu- 
sions into the minds of many 
of these once happy souls un- 
til fanaticism has run rara- 
pant among pentecostal peo- 
ple until the name has become 
a reproach and disgrace. 

As long as the pentecostal 
people held firmly to the one 
doctrine, justification, sancti- 
fication and the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost as three definite 
experiences the work ran on 
smoothly and spread rapidly, 

What isittoday? Division, 
division, division! But 
there is a great crowd of people 
that have been holding to that 
blessed old doctrine and are 
still moving on with unabat- 
edzeal love and unity. They 
do not expect to throw away 
the old vessel that has carried 
so many thousands across the 
waves to the other shore and 
take up some new doctrine 
that has just sprung up in the 
last three years both untried 
and unscriptural. 

The Church of God work- 
ing principally in the 
Southeastern states since the 
falling of the ‘‘Latter Rain’’ 
is standing by the old land 
marks that were surveyed by 
the apostles and adhered to by 
the fathers of the reformation 
in the last centuries and hon- 
ored so wonderfully by God 
Himself. The battle is stil] 
on, and sanctification is the 
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great target but she has stood 
the tempests, storms and 
battles of many centuries and 
will never break down nor 
can she be dethroned while 
the ceaseless ages roll.

While we hold uncompro- 
misingly to the three definite 
experiences, justification, 
sanctification, and the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost evidenced 
by the «speaking in other 
tongues as the Spirit gives ut- 
terance, yet wedo not ques- 
tion God’s ability to sweep an 
honest humble sinner through 
these experiences so rapidly 
that human intelligence may 
not be able to make any dis- 
tinction as if it was all done 
at once. This has been prov- 
en true in not afew instances. 
The sinner having been in- 
structed in the doctrine as a 
whole went to the altar and 
began to pray for God to save 
him and his faith was so_ fix- 
ed on the doctrine as a whole 
that almost like a lightning 
flash he would rush through 
so enveloped with God’s pow- 


er that all he or any one else 
would know he was filled with 
glory speaking in tongues as 
the Spirit gave him utterance. 
lf experience like this could 
be manufactured into a doc- 
trine, then just as well blur 
the whole thing together and 
say, “The Lord is to do a 
quick work in righteousness 
in these last days” and say 
the whole thing is one exper- 
ience. But no sir. Let God 
rush men through as rapidly 
as their faith will justify Him 
in domg se, but the doctrine

Among all the characters of the 
old testament, the young man, 
Absalom is not to be overlooked. 
There was not a blemish in him — 
in all the land none so beautiful as 
he. His words flowed like oil and 
few could withstand his enticing 
words. But his heart was deceit- 
ful. Listen: ‘‘And Absalom rose 
up early and stood beside the way 
of the gate: and it was so that when 
any man that had a controversy 
cameto the king for judgement, 
that Absalom called unto him and 
said, Of what city art thou? and he 
said, Thy servant is one of the tribes 
of Israel. And Absalom said, See, 
thy matters are good and right, but 
there is no man deputed of the 
king to hear thee. Absalom said 
moreover, Oh that I were made 
judge in the land that every man 
which hath any suit or cause might 
come unto me and I would do him 
justice! And it wasso that when 
any man came nigh to him to do 
him obeisance, he put forth his 
hand and took him and 
him.”’ 

This reminds us of an old legend. 
When ships drew near a certain 
island in the ocean, the most beau- 
tiful and charming music was to be 
heard. So much so that the sailors 
would become perfectly entranced 
and lose control uf themselves, and 
thus be led to their death. 

Absalom’s words were like beau- 
tiful music in the ears of these 
people. A dissatisfaction was creat- 
ed in their hearts against David 
and Absalom became a_ beautiful 
song on the lips of a large part of 
Israel. 

‘Absalom prepared him chariots 
and horses and fifty men to run 
before him and when he saw the 
time was ripe sent spies throughout 
Israel saying, as soon as ye hear 


the sound of the trumpet than ye_ 
shal] say, Absalom reigneth in Heb- 


kissed 


ron: and the conspiracy was strong. 
Two hundred men went up from 
Jerusalem to Hebron, and they 
went in their simplicity, they knew 
not anything.’’ This serpent had 
charmed them to their destruction. 
Israel flocked to Absalom and 
David had to flee for his life and 
Absalom came to Jerusalem. 

But his reign wasshort. His glory 
departed as quick as it came. 

Absalom and his glory is a type 
of the doctrine ‘‘Finished Work of Galvary”’ 
(One work of grace teaching) and 
its glory. As you look at this doc- 
trine from a natural standpoint it 
is beautiful to look upon. The 
more you look upon it the more 
fascinating it becomes. ‘There is 
not a blemish visible to the natural 
eye. Its reasonings like beautiful 
music draws the victim into its 
folds. It stands at the gate of Zion 
and steals the hearts of the children 
by its subtility. It comes along 
with its wonderful healings, visions 
and signs, and nothing but the 
power of God can deliver the victim 
from its coils, when once they are 
entangled. It has swept like a 
blaze of fire over the country, but 
like Absalom’s glory will as quickly 
perish. 

God delivered the kingdom of 
Israel from this usurper, but when 
he feli, twenty thousand sons of 
Israel fell with him. So this‘‘one 
grace’’ theory will fall and a mul- 
titude will fall with it. 

Ahithophel was Daniel’s_ bright- 
est counselor. He was one of the 
great men. His counsel was as if 
one enquired at the word of God, 
but he turned aside from following 
God’s anointed, and quickly came 
to hisend. Some of our brightest 
lights, men of learning, leaders of

So the ‘‘finished work”’ 
sprang from sanctification but was 
born from error conceived hundreds 
of years ago. Absalom did not at- 
tempt to reign among his mother’s 
people, but had his eyes on God’s 
people, the Israelites. The one 
work of grace knew that there was 
not much power if it just stopped 
at conversion so it waited till the 
outpovring of the Holy Ghost came, 
and hid itself under pentecost a- 
mong God’s baptized ones. Thank 
God for every true Israelite who 
stands for sanctification as a second 
definite work of grace.
